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UNNATURAL CAUSES OF DEATH 
AMONG ROMAN EMPERORS

Roman emperors, although the most powerful men in the world in their own 
times, often faced death by unnatural causes. Some emperors were killed in com- 
bat. Other emperors were murdered by their own armies or by their own 
Praetorian guards. Some emperors were assassinated as a result of conspiracies 
involving political rivals. A few emperors committed suicide. Some other Roman 
emperors were plotted against and assassinated by their own families and friends. 
By contrast, some emperors died of natural causes, including a few who died at 
an old age. 


Some Roman emperors were killed in combat. Emperor Vitellius (AD 69) was 
murdered. Emperor Philip I (AD 244-249) and his son were killed in battle near 
Verona. Likewise, Trajan Decius (AD 249-251) and his son were killed in battle 
against the Goths. Emperor Julian II (AD 360-363) was killed in combat against 
the Persians. Valens (AD 364-378) was killed by the Goths. Eugenius (AD 392- 
394) was defeated in battle and put to death. 





Caracalla was murdered on the order of Macrinus 


Some Roman emperors were killed by their own armies or by their own Praetorian 
guards. Emperor Caligula (AD 37-41) was killed by a group of his own Praetorian 
guards. Caracalla (AD 198-217) was murdered on the orders of Macrinus, the 
praetorian prefect. Macrinus (AD 217-218), unpopular with the army, was slain. 
Elagabalus (AD 218-222) and his mother, Julia Soaemias, were killed in a 
Praetorian camp and their bodies were desecrated. Emperor Severus Alexander 
(AD 222-235) and his mother, Julia Mamaea, were murdered by the Roman 
army. 


Emperor Maximinus I (AD 235-238) and his son, Maximus, were murdered by 
mutinying soldiers. Emperor Balbinus (AD 238) was murdered by the Praetorian 
guards. Emperor Gordian III (AD 238-244) was murdered by disloyal troops. 
Trebonianus Gallus (AD 251-253) and his son, Volusian, were slain by their own 
soldiers. Aemilian (AD 252-253) was killed by his own troops. Similarly, Aurelian 
(AD 270-275) was murdered as a result of a conspiracy by his own officers. 
Likewise, Probus (AD 276-282) was killed by a group of rebellious soldiers. Emperor 
Valentinian II (AD 375-392) was strangled on the orders of a Roman general, 
Arbogastes, who himself later committed suicide. . 


Some Roman emperors were assassinated as a result of conspiracies involving 
political rivals. Emperor Galba (AD 68-69) was killed because of a plot involving 
Otho. Didius Julianus (AD 193) was beheaded as a result of a senatorial plot. Gallienus 
(AD 253-268) was killed as a result of a conspiracy involving Claudius Gothicus 
and Aurelian. Emperor Valentinian III (AD 425-455) was murdered, the result 
of a conspiracy involving the Roman senator Petronius Maximus, who later be- 
came emperor (AD 455) and was killed by a mob while trying to flee Rome. 
Anthemius (AD 467-472) was beheaded by a political rival. 


A few emperors committed suicide. Emperor Nero (AD 54-68) committed sui- 
cide because the Praetorian guards deserted him. Emperor Otho (AD 69) com- 
mitted suicide because he had been defeated by the army of Vitellius. Clodius 
Albinus (AD 195-197) committed suicide and his wife and children were put to 
death. Emperor Gordian I (AD 238) committed suicide after learning that his son, 
Gordian II, had been killed in battle. 


Other Roman emperors were plotted against and assassinated by their own fam- 
ilies and friends. Emperor Claudius (AD 41-54) was thought to have been poi- 
soned by his wife, Agrippina. Domitian (AD 81-96) was also killed because of a 
plot involving his wife. Geta (AD 209-212) was murdered on the orders of his 
brother, Caracalla. Commodus (AD 177-192), who fought wild beasts in the am- 
phitheater and thought himself to be the reincarnation of Hercules, was mur- 
dered after many unsuccessful plot attempts. (Continued on page 44) 
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SILVER COINAGE IN THE HENRY V 
PERIOD: PART 7

Group F (Brooke and Potter Class VIII omitting the groat) 


This Group includes the halfgroats, pence and halfpence marked with a trefoil 
right or left of the crown or the curls. The initial cross is as before, a pierced 
cross pattée. The lettering is as before. 


The halfgroat has an annulet left and a trefoil right of the crown and a mullet on 
the breast cusp, it has 11 arcs in the tressure and the cusps over the crown do 
not bear fleurs (Fig. F1). The three reverses differ only in the presence or absence 
of a saltire after DON and after ME (Figs. F2-4). 


The London pence have an annulet left and a trefoil right of the crown. Varieties 
read either ANGL ZF (Fig. F5) or DG REX ANGLIE (Fig. F6). The London dies for York 
have a mullet left and trefoil right of the crown band (Fig. F7). The local York dies 
are either similar though more crudely drawn (Figs. F8-9) or have a mullet left 
and a lys right (Figs. F10-12). 


The halfpence have an annulet and a trefoil in either sense beside the curls 
(Figs. F13-14). 


Group G (Brooke and Potter Class 1X) 


This Group includes halfgroats, pence, halfpence as mules and a farthing. A new 
bust with the egg-shaped outline of the face is used; it differs from the preced- 
ing types because the neck is hollowed out and hollows are used to indicate the 
armpits. A particularly characteristic letter is the I on which the ends are smooth 
arcs. The hollow centred initial cross is neater than before. 


There are no groats with the corresponding style of bust. Groats without a mul- 
let on the breast have been illustrated in Group E; they do not share the partic 
ular forms of lettering met on the smaller coins of Group G. Brooke did not list 
groats in his C1.G in English Coins. Certain groats described as being of this class 
in catalogues appear cither to have traces of a mullet which has largely been 
removed by wear or other means or they belong to Group E as shown by their 
lettering. 


The absence of the mullet on the halfgroats and London pence raises the ques- 
tions: were these unmarked coins struck for Henry VI? The dies were also used 


to strike mules both ways with the annulet-marked dies ascribed to Henry VI, 


whose coinage was described by Whitton in BNJ 23. 


The halfgroats have 11 arcs in the tressure without fleurs over the crown. There 
are no marks in the field and no mullet (Figs. G1-4). The obverse dies are found 
associated with earlier style reverses as used in Group E and probably occur with 
those listed for Group F as well as with those illustrated (Figs. G5-8) which have 
the late I and with the later annulet series reverses. Details of some varieties of 
obverse and reverse dies are tabulated below. 


The London penny (Fig. G9) has no marks in the field and hence resembles the 
early annulet penny of Henry VI but the reverse has no annulets. The Durham 
penny (Fig. G10) has an annulet right and a mullet left of the crown and there is 
an annulet in the reverse quarter under CIVI and there are double saltires af- 
ter OLM (Fig. G10). The York pence struck from regular dies have a mullet left and 
a quatrefoil right of the crown, the coin illustrated (Fig. G11) has a Group E re- 
verse. On York local dies the mark right of the crown is either a trefoil (Fig. G12) 
or a lys (Fig. G13). These obverses are distinguished from similar dies of the 
preceding Group by the new bust and on the reverses the smooth ended I is used 
with sometimes double saltires after TAS (Fig. G12). An interesting mule mark- 
ing the reopening of the mint at Calais has the Group G obverse as used at London 
and the annulet coinage reverse of Calais (Fig. G14). 


The halfpenny may not exist as a true coin but an obverse without marks in the 
field and having the Group G style bust occurs with an annulet series reverse 
and a reverse of Henry V style without annulets is found used with an obverse 
of Henry VI style (BM). 


The tiny farthing is similar in style to the late issues, there are no marks in the 
field. The reading on the obverse ends either ANGL (Fig. G15) or ANGLI (RCL 1420).

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The Coinage of Beorhtric, 
King Of The West Saxons 
786-802*

Beorhtric of Wessex has been somewhat overshadowed either by his powerful contemporaries, the Mercian 
kings Offa (757-796) and Coenwulf (796 - 821), or his own successor King Ecgberht (802-839). There is very lit- 
tle documentary evidence that sheds light upon the reign. The Anglo-Saxon Chronick contains only four entries 
mentioning him while only a handful of charters survive. ' Asser, in his Life of King Alfred states that the real pow- 
er during the reign was Beorhtric's wife, Eadburh, who was also the daughter of King Offa, and that while she was 
trying to poison one of her enemies she accidently poisoned her husband. 2 However, this story must be looked 
upon with a fair amount of skepticism since Beorhtric and Offa exiled King Alfred’s grandfather Ecgberht; and it 
is unlikely that Asser, whose work is somewhat sycophantic toward Alfred, would want to portray an enemy of 
Ecgberht in a flattering manner. 

Nevertheless, despite his somewhat poor reputation, Beorhtric seems to have kept Wessex territorially in- 
tact from any encroachments from his powerful Mercian neighbours. Unlike the rulers of Sussex, Hwiccia, Lindsey 
and Kent, he never appears as a subregulus on any Mercian charter. ° Moreover, his mariage to Offa's daugh- 
ter should not necessarily be seen as a sign of some type of subordination. it may well have been an alliance 
between two equals; especially ff one takes into account the troubles that Offa had in his attempts to tum Kent 
and East Anglia into virtual Mercian shires. A peaceful border with Wessex would have been in the Mercian king's 
interest. 

One piece of evidence that survives from Beorhtric's reign, but has virtually been ignored by both histori- 
ans and numismatists, is his coinage. The two maior studies of the coinage of Beorhtric’s contemporaries com- 
pietely ignore the subject. 4 The principle reason for this is probably the fact that only three coins struck by two 
moneyers are known for the West Saxon king. When this total is compared with the known specimens struck in 
pe names of the Mercian, Kentish and East Anglian kings who were ruling at the same time, it is indeed small. 


Yet despite the small number of coins of Beorhtric that are currently known, the surviving specimens are 
products of his administration, and consequently are worthy of the attention of both historians and numismatists. 
This study will begin by examining the three known specimens of Beorhtric’s coinage individually and see how 
they relate to each other and to the coinage of Beohtric's contemporaries. Finally, it will consider the problems of 
when and where the series was produced. 


The Coinage of the Moneyer Ecgheard: 
Two coins are known to have been struck by this moneyer, both are of the same basic type but they 
were produced with different dies. The coins may be described as follows:

The obverse design of these two coins seems to be unique for the time period. No coin of Beorhtric’s 
Mercian or Kentish contemporaries use this design. The meaning of the central A is difficult to ascertain; though 
it is certainly not an abbreviation for Angiorum. The most likely suggestion would be that it is the Greek Alpha 
which also appears on the obverse of the coin of Beorhtric struck by the moneyer Peochtun. 

The reverse design of this type would appear to have been inspired by Charlemagne’s Class III coinage 
which was produced between c. 793 and c. 812. 6 This basic circumscription type, with a number of variations, 
also occurs on the obverse of some of the non-portrait coins of Cuthred of Kent (798-805);” as well as on the re- 
verse of the portrait coinage struck in both the names of Cuthred and Coenwulf. 8 The fact that the moneyer's 
name appears in the genitive form on one of the coins is not that surprising. Similar instances of this practice are 
known for some early coins of Coenwulf and his brother Cuthred struck by the Canterbury moneyers Heremod, 
Sigebeorht and Werheard. 9 

A design similar to the one used by Ecgheard and his die-cutters also occur on the coinage of the mid- 
ninth century East Anglian ruler Aethelweard. ' This probably indicates why some nineteenth century numis- 
matists, such as Keary and Gruber, believed these coins to be struck by an unknown East Anglian ruler. 1 
However, as Carlyon-Britton has pointed out, the use of pellets in-between the letters of the inscriptions on the 
Beorhtric pennies demonstrates that they are much earlier than the EthelWweard pieces. ! 2 Pelets regularly oc- 
cur on the Class II! coinage of Offa, the coinage of Eadberht “Preen” of Kent (796-798) and on a few specimens 
of the early coinage of Coenwulf. !3 Moreover, no moneyer named Ecgheard is known to have struck for the East 
Anglian kings Athelstan |, Ethelweard or Edmund. 14 


The Coinage of the Moneyer Peochtun: 
Only one coin bearing this moneyer's name is known to exist, it can be listed as follows: 





II. Obv.:BEORCHTRICRE around Apha-Omega monogram with a long cross extending 
from top of the A. Rev.:+PEOCHTHVN around an Omega or possibly an M. 
Wt. 1.43 gm (chipped) Britsh Museum, London; ex R.C. Lockett (GL 6.vi. 
1955; 452); ex P.W.P. Carlyon-Britton (d. 1938, not in sale); single find from Andover, 
Hampshire (1865). | 


This piece, like the other two coins of Beorhtric, was originally attributed to an East Anglia king when it was first 
published. | z However, in his re-publication of the coin, Carlyon-Britton correctly identified the king as Beorhtric 
of Wessex. 


The reverse design of the coin is somewhat obscure. If the coin is tumed so that the legend begins at 
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twelve o'clock then the central figure would appear to be the Greek Omega, but, if the coin is tumed so that the 
legend begins at six o'clock then the letter in the centre becomes an M. A central M of similar style occurs on ei- 
ther the obverse or reverse of a number of coins of Offa and Archbishop laenberht, Queen Cynethryth, as well 
as Offa's eventual successor Coenwult.'” However, in each of these cases an abbreviation mark is either above 
or below the letter. This would indicate that on the Mercian coinage the M is an abbreviation for Merciorum. The 
same cannot be said for the letter on the coin of a West Saxon king. It may be that since the letter occurs with 
the moneyer’s name that it is an abbreviation for either Moneta or Monetarius. Nevertheless, since an Alpha- 
omega monogram appears on the obverse and what may be an Alpha appears on the obverse of the two coins 
struck by Ecgheard; it seems likely that this reverse figure is an Omega. 

Recently, Stewart has put forward the suggestion that this moneyer, whom he identifies as Weochthun, 
is also the Weochthun who was bishop of the South Saxons in the late eighth and early ninth centuries. 18 Stewart 
points out that Eadberht, bishop of London, appears on a number of coins bearing the name of Offa of Mercia.'9 
He also mentions the fact that the Merovingian bishop (and later saint) Eligius of Noyon, was a moneyer for the 
Frankish kings Dagobert | (623-639), Clovis II (639-657), Chothaire II (584-629) and Sigebert II! (634-656) before 
he became bishop of Noyon in 640." Stewart argues that Beorhtric’s coinage seems to have been struck be- 
tween 796 and 800, and consequently suggests that the South Saxons followed the lead of the East Angles and 
Kentish men and revolted against Mercian overlordship. Thus in order to gain some influence in Sussex, Beorhtric 
granted minting rights to Weochthun. 

Unfortunately, Stewart's argument does not siand up to a critical examination. Foremost among these is 
the fact that the name of the moneyer is not the same as the name of the bishop. Stewart assumes that the first 
letter of the moneyer’s name is the runic “wyn” (P) which equals the Latin V or VV that occurs on most coins and 
documents of the period. However, as Stewart himself has pointed out, runic letters rarely occur on late eighth 
orearly ninth century coins struck outside of East Anglia2! In addition to this, the curve on the “wyn”, when it does 
occur on coinages, is angular (>) and not rounded as it is on the Beorhtric coin22 Thus, Beorhtric’s moneyer was 
named Peochtun and not Weochtun. 

Furthermore, there is no evidence that the Mercians ever lost control over Sussex before Ecgberht of 
Wessex conquered the kingdom in 827. The surviving charter evidence would seem to indicate that, like Archbishop 
Aethelheard, Weochtun was a Mercian appointee; since he is a witness to the grants of Offa and Coenwull 23 If 
such were the case then his loyalties would probably have been to the Mercian throne. During the Kentish up- 
rising of 796-8, Mihelheany, the archbishop of Canterbury and a man appointed by Offa of Mercia, was forced to 
flee from Kentish terrtory.-4 Presumably, i a similar uprising had occurred in Sussex, then Weochthun would 
have been forced to do likewise. Nor is Stewart's attempt to parallel Weochthun with Eadberht of London very 
strong, since on all of the coins bearing Eadberht’s name there is the monogram EP (episcopus) 2° Finally, in his 
study of the coinage of St. Eligius, Laufarie has dated all of the surviving coins to the period before Eligius became 
bishop of Noyon in 640,26 

his thus very unlikely that the bishop of the South Saxons ever operated as a moneyer, at least after his 
elevation to the episcopate. Stewart seems to be trying to stretch the evidence far more than can reasonably be 
done. 


The Mint(s) and Date of Issue: 

The earliest mint located in Wessex to appear on a coin is that of Winchester which occurs on the Four 
Line type of King Alfred which was produced at the very end of his reign.” How long the mint was active before 
Alfred's reign has been a matter of much debate. Traditionally, a number of moneyers who struck for the West 
Saxon kings Ecgberht and AEthelwul, as well as Beorhtric, have been assigned to this mint.28 However, over 
twenty years ago Dolley questioned this assumption.29 He noted that two types of the earlier sceat senes (Type 
48 and Type 49) have been attributed to a mint at Southampton (Hamwic), which seems to have been operat- 
ing during the second and third quarters of the eighth century.“” Dolley pointed out that a commercial centre such 
as Southampton would be a more likely site for a mint than Winchester. 1 

Nevertheless, Dolley’s views have not received universal agreement. Stewart for one still considers 
Winchester to be the more likely site for the activity of Beorhtric's moneyers.°< In view of the small number of sur- 
viving specimens of Beorhtric’s coinage, this is a debate which will probably never be fully resolved. However, the 
current archaeological evidence does suggest that during the late eighth and early ninth centuries Southampton 
seems to have been a much more important centre of commerce than inland Winchester. This would make it a 
more obvious site for a mint due to the amount of foreign silver that would need to be converted into West Saxon 
currency. 

Dating Beorhtric’s coinage presents an equal number of problems. None of the surviving coins have oc- 
curred in any hoards. which makes dating the series difficult at best. Nevertheless, the surviving specimens do 
provide some clues. Their size and weight are of the same standard as that of Offa of Mercia’s “Heavy Coinage” 
which seem to have been introduced circa 793.33 This would strongly suggest that Beorhtric’s coinage was in- 
troduced after this date. 

Dolley argued that a date of sometime after 796 would be more likely. “4 However, this date is based to 
an extent on the idea that Offa of Mercia might have objected to the West Saxon ruler producing a royal 
coinage. This is highly questionable, for while Beorhtric was mared to Offa's daughter, there is nothing in the sur- 
viving documentary evidence to suggest that the Mercian king ever interfered in West Saxon affairs as he did in 
Kent, East Anglia and Hwiccia. 

It is tempting to assign Beorhtric's brief series to the period shortly after the death of Offa when the king- 
doms of East Anglia and Kent attempted to break away from Mercian control and re-establish native royal dy- 
nasties during the period from 796-c.798. The mints in both Kent and East Anglia stopped producing coins in 
the name of their Mercian rulers and instead produced silver pennies bearing the names of the local kings. 

The evidence of single finds throughout Wessex suggests that Offa's coinage was permitted to circulate 
within the kingdom. It may well have been the case that the Mercian penny was the currency of Wessex just as 
the American dollar is the official currency of Panama today. This should not be as surprising as t may seem. 
Ancient and medieval rulers did not produce coinage as a public service; rather it was produced so that the king 
or his government might pay their own debts or so that taxes and tribute owned to ihe, am might be paid by his 
subjects. The fact that the coinage might also be used in trade was an added benefit.°" 

Since a significant coinage in the name of a West Saxon king did not begin until Ecgberht had con- 
quered Kent in 827; it seems likely that neither Beorhtric nor Ecgberht considered the production of a coinage 
bearing their names a necessary function of royal government. This would certainly explain the dependency up- 
on the coinage produced in the name of the ruler of Mercia. It could thus be argued that since the revolt of the 
peoples of Kent and East Anglia meant that less Mercian coinage was being produced, then it would be neces- 
sary for Beorhtric to have coinage produced in his own name in order to make up for the deficit. 

However, this theory rests upon the idea that the coinage produced in the names of Eadberht “Praen” 
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and Eadwald would not have been permitted to circulate in West Saxon territory. Unfortunately, there is no evi- 
dence to suggest whether or not such an effort was ever made. Nevertheless, such an action would seem to be 
unlikely since it would have involved a great deal of effort on the part of the West Saxon government, and it is 
unlikely that any early medieval state would be able to significantly stop the flow of coinage over the land fron- 
tiers t shared with its neighbours. Certainly the hoard evidence from the Delgany and Middle Temple finds strong- 
ly suggests that once Morgan hegemony was re-established over Kent there was no attempt to demonetize the 
coinage of King Eadberht. 

The above discussion should make it clear to the reader that it is difficult to date Beorhtric’s coinage be- 
yond the fact that t was probably produced sometime between circa 793 and 802. The only possible clue to- 
ward a more accurate date for the series may be the stylistic similarities between the coinage produced by the 
moneyer Ecgheard and some of the coinage struck in the name of Cuthred of Kent. Assumingthat the West Saxon 
die-cutters were influenced by the Kentish coinage, then the common features between the two series discussed 
above may indicate that Beorhtric's coinage was struck during the last few years of his reign. The small number 
of surviving specimens and the fact that the coins are of a similar style would suggest that both of the moneyers 
were active at about the same time and that their period of production was not a long one.

BOOK REVIEW 


Coins, by Andrew Bumett. London, British Museum Press, Interpreting 
the Past Series, 1991. 64 pp., 28 illustrations. Paperback, £4.95. 


Do not be deceived by the front cover illustration of some corroded 
bronze and Roman silver coins, nor by the author, well-known as a 
Roman specialist. This book is not solely about Roman coins - it is a 
book for anyone with any interest or curiosity about coins, what are 
they, their dating, evidence from their designs, and economic evidence. 
True, ancient coins are used to some extent by Dr. Burnett in his ex- 
planations, but then so many of the questions posed concern earlier 
coins, be they ancient or medieval. Excellent examples are taken from 
both spheres, as well as archaeological evidence being quoted where 
appropriate. 


This book is a masterpiece of intelligent, readable compression and, 
as the author points out, “coins are an essential tool for the archaeolo- 
gist and the historian in extending our knowledge of the past.” Too of- 
ten both sides have viewed the other with suspicion - here the answers 
to how coins can be an invaluable aid to both are clearly laid out. Every 
numismatist, from layman to pundit, should read this book - in the 
first instance it will guide and with the latter it will certainly clarify 
thoughts, here putting them succinctly into words and print.

The artist's signature is seldom found so clearly. Jongkees (R.B.N. 1954, 

pp. 25ff) had assumed him to be Kimon, who also put his signature on 
the exergual line. In the Gulbenkian catalogue, Robinson noted the same 
thing. This is the only coin attributed to this rare Syracusan artist. The mo- 
tif of the eagle attacking the snake is taken from contemporary coins of 
Agngentum produced before its destruction by the Carthaginians in 406 
BC.

Commodus, after numerous attempts had been made on his life, was fi- 
nally murdered on the night of December 31, 192 AD. Early in his reign, 
there had been great hope that Commodus would continue the traditions 
of the great Antonine governments of the past. In reality he was quite in- 
sane. He disgraced the purple by fighting wild beasts in the amphithe- 
atre, and his megalomonia caused him to belive himself the reincama- 
tion of Hercules and to demand the worship of the people. Hence the is- 
sue of this important sestertius.

UNNATURAL CAUSES

By contrast, some emperors died of natural causes. Emperor Claudius II (AD 268- 
270) died of the plague. Carus (AD 282-283) died after being struck by light 
ning. Emperor Constantius II (AD 337-361) died of a fever. Valentinian I (AD 
364-375) died after suffering an apoplectic fit. Emperors Theodosius I (AD 379- 
395) and Olybrius (AD 472) both died of dropsy. Emperor Zeno (AD 474-491) 
died after suffering an epileptic seizure. A few emperors died of natural causes 
at an old age, for example, Augustus (27 BC-14 AD), Vespasian (AD 69-79), and 
Trajan (AD 98-117). 


PUBLISHED QUARTERLY 
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Roman emperors often faced unnatural deaths. The exceptionally high incidence 
of unnatural deaths among the emperors was probably the result of their 
brutality, their scheming, and their bloodthirstiness. The brutal nature of Roman 
leaders was not confined to the empire. Brutality also prevailed during the time 
of the Roman Republic and, in fact, according to legend, at the beginning of Rome. 
For example, Julius Caesar, the famous Roman general and dictator, was killed on 
March 15, 44 BC. He was assassinated by Brutus and Cassius because the Roman 
Senate thought that he would become king and would overthrow the Senate. 
Even farther back in time, according to legend, Romulus killed Remus. Brutality 
among Roman leaders seems to have been the rule rather than the exception. 
Fortunately, however, there were exceptions, the most notable being Augustus.

His Numi, ¢ Note: The silver denarius, the most celebrated denomination of the Roman coinage, was introduced into 
circulation through the sweeping currency reform of circa 211 B.C. Originally struck on a weight standard of 72 pieces to the pound (= 
4.50 grams or 4 scruples) within the first few years of issue this fell to about 3.86 grams (84 to the pound). Thereafter, this level was more 
or less maintained until the end of the Republican period. The types of the denarius were initially very conservative but from the closing 
decades of the 2nd century B.C. there was a dramatic proliferation of designs, many of which refer to the ancestry of the individual 
moneyers. References to recent, or even contemporary, events also began to occur at this time and towards the middle of the Ist century 
B.C. ancestral portraiture became popular — the precursors of the imperatorial portraits of Julius Caesar and his successors. This issue 
belongs to the period following Caesar's crossing of the Rubicon (10 January 49 B.C.) which initiated hostilities in the civil war with 
Pompey the Great. It is uncertain whether Acilius was already moneyer prior to Caesar's arrival in Rome and decided to support the 
invader's new regime, or was appointed to the office by Caesar himself. Whatever the origin of his appointment Acilius' issue 1s a large 
and important one. The types refer to the claim of the Acilia gens to have introduced the first physician into Rome. In 219 B.C 
Archagathus, a Greek doctor from the Peloponnese, came to Rome and was provided with premises at public expense in a street named 
after the Acili gens. The title III VIR in the reverse inscription refers to the college of three moneyers, the fresviri monetales, who were first 
appointed circa 289 B.C. and whose function it was to oversee the operation of the mint in the temple of Juno Moneta on the Capitoline 
Hill
